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1998 Groves Forum Features Mossman 


The inaugural Groves Forum in 
American Numismatics took place at the 
ANS on April 18 before a full house of 
interested and attentive members and the 
public. The featured speaker was Dr. Philip 
L. Mossman, speaking on “The Stepney 
Hoard of Connecticut Coppers, 48 Years 
after the Fact(?)’” Mossman laid out the 
evidence for and against considering the 
collection of coppers found in an iron pot 
to be an historical numismatic deposit of 
the late 1780s as opposed to a mid-nine- 
teenth century marketing ploy. He agreed 
that Walter Breen was correct in conclud- 
ing from his initial analysis that this is a 
legitimate hoard. 

The meeting was chaired by ANS 
President Arthur Houghton, who wel- 
comed the gathering and requested the 
audience to join him in remembering 
Harry W. Bass Jr., whose death on April 4 
so shocked the entire numismatic commu- 
nity. Mr. Bass served as Society President 
from 1978 through 1984. 

CNL Editors ANS Guests 

Mr. Houghton then introduced the 
Society’s special guests for the weekend. 
He noted that, as of 1997, the CNL 
Foundation donated to the ANS its presti- 
gious journal, The Colonial Newsletter, 
which appears in three issues each year. 
“In large measure,’ Mr. Houghton stated, 
“we took on this exciting responsibility 
because Dr. Philip L. Mossman volun- 
teered to become its Editor and Gary 
Trudgen agreed to act as Associate Editor 
and also to physically produce the journal 
and see it through the press. They are 
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assisted by Michael Hodder, as Associate 
Editor and James C. Spilman, the 
President of the CNL Foundation, who is 
now Editor Emeritus. Phil, Gary, and their 
wives are with us this weekend, and I know 
you will all want to join me in thanking 
them for their work on our behalf’ The 
audience responded with appreciative 
applause. 

Mr. Houghton continued, “This meeting 
marks the inauguration of the Groves 
Forum in American Numismatics, through 
which the ANS will endeavor to present 
speakers or panels on topics relating to 
North American coins, currency, and relat- 
ed artifacts. The Society is pleased to have 
this opportunity and proud that Dr. 
Mossman has agreed to inaugurate this 
new series of ANS public programs.” 


Dr. Mossman was introduced by ANS 
Executive Director Leslie A. Elam who 
spoke as follows: 

“It is a distinct pleasure for me to pre- 
sent today’s speaker. | have known Dr. 
Philip L. Mossman for just over a decade, 
since it was 1987 when we first discussed 
the possibility of the ANS publishing his 
book which had appeared in draft form in 
September of 1986 as a special issue of 
CNL. In the period since our initial con- 
tact, Phil has cooperated with the ANS in 
a succession of events that has greatly 
enhanced our understanding of American 
colonial numismatics. 

“Trained as a medical doctor with a 
degree from Harvard Medical School in

1958, he spent the greater part of his 
career in rehabilitative medicine, authored 
the textbook on stroke rehabilitation and, 
at his retirement last year, was Director of 
Rehabilitation at the Eastern Maine 
Medical Center in Bangor. Avocationally, 
Phil has long had a deep interest in 
European and American history, centered 
on colonial North America, the precocious 
offspring of European social and political 
ideas. 

“The circulation of money is central to 
such an interest and has focused both his 
collecting and research activities. In 1990, 
he delivered the Bullowa Memorial 
Lecture here at the ANS, speaking on the 
Coppers Panic of 1787, an analysis which 
formed an important chapter in his award- 
winning book, Money of the American 
Colonies and Confederation, published by 
the ANS In 1993 as Numismatic Studies 
No. 20. Later that year he produced a 
major exhibition based on the book, for 
display at the 1993 New York International 
Numismatic Convention. Phil has also 
been an active contributor to the Society’s 
annual Coinage of the Americas 
Conference. In 1991 he spoke on Abel 
Buell’s Connecticut coppers and in 1995

returned to Chair the conference, deliver 
the overview lecture, and edit the resul- 


tant Proceedings volume on Coinage of 


the American Confederation Period. 

“That abuse of his good-will led natu- 
rally to our saddling him with the 
Editorship of CNL, a project which now 
occupies the greater part of his waking 
hours. The topic of his talk today, “The 
Stepney Hoard of Connecticut Coppers, 
48 Years After the Fact(?)” is slated for 
publication in CNL later this year and I 
am sure your comments are welcome 
toward that end. 

“I am honored to present the 1998 
Groves Forum speaker, Dr. Philip L. 
Mossman.” 

A lively discussion ensued following 
the illustrated address. It continued 
through the public reception at the 
Society and, for those who assembled at a 
fine restaurant on the West Side, well into 
the evening. 





Huntington Medal 


Presentation 


The Archer M. Huntington Medal for 
1998 was presented on March 21 at 3:00 to 
Stanislaw Suchodolski, Professor in the 
Institute of Archaeology and Ethnology, 
Polish Academy of Sciences, Warsaw. 

The ceremony was also attended by His 
Excellency Eugeniusz Wyzner, Polish 
Ambassador to the United Nations, and by 
Prof. Felix Gross, President of the Polish 
Academy of Arts and Sciences in America. 
Prof. Suchodolski is the first Pole to 
receive the Huntington Medal. 

Mark M. Salton, Chairman of the 
Huntington Medal Committee, read the 
following citation: 

“There is no better symbol of the impor- 
tance of the Polish contribution to numis- 
matics than the name of Joachim Lelewel 
in the center of the architrave over the door 
leading into the headquarters of the 
American Numismatic Society. Lelewel 
has been called the father of medieval 
numismatics, and his 1835 three-volume 
Numismatique du Moyen Age is not only 
the first comprehensive account of 
medieval European coinage, but remains 
one of the only such integrative works to 
come from the pen of a single author. 

“Telewel died over fifty years before the 
institution of our Archer M. Huntington 
Award in 1918, and no Polish numismatist 
has been among its recipients in the inter- 
vening years. It is with great pleasure that 
we bestow this year’s award on a scholar 
who exemplifies the highest standards of 
Polish numismatics, and of our discipline 
as a whole, Professor Stanislaw 
Suchodolski. 

“Professor Suchodolski is an example of 
that rarest issue in medieval numismatics: a 
generalist. His 1982 book on coinage and 
monetary history in early medieval 
Western Europe is the only comprehensive 
treatment of this complex and crucial peri- 
od by an individual author. In detailed arti- 
cles in English, French and German on 
such aspects of the numismatics of this 
period as the coinages of the Ostrogoths, 
the Burgundians, and Suevi, and especially 
the Carolingians, Suchodolski has brought 
the results of his scholarship to a wide 
numismatic public. As well as dealing with 


the developing coinage systems in them-

selves, Suchodolski has made important con- 
tributions to the theoretical and methodolog- 
ical literature of early medieval numismatics 
with his discussions of monetary circulation, 
the movements from gold-based to silver- 
based currency systems, and the metrology 
of Roman and Carolingian coinages. 

“He has achieved a similarly broad 
overview of the development of coinage in 
the central Middle Ages with his 1971 book 
on the beginnings of coinage in Central, 
Eastern, and Northern Europe, and subse- 
quent articles and monographs on the earliest 
Rhineland, Bavarian, Bohemian, Hungarian 
and Scandinavian issues. Among his major 
contributions to the general literature on the 
coinages of the tenth through twelfth century 
is his article on the institution of Renovatio 
Monetae, the standard treatment of this 
important medieval monetary phenomenon. 

“Tt is, not surprisingly, the medieval 
coinage of Poland itself which has most ben- 
efited from Suchodolski’s probing inquiry. In 
three books and dozens of articles, he has 
explored and explained the organization and 
techniques of minting, the circulation of 
coins and ingots, and the relationship of royal 
issues to those of magnates and ecclesiastics 
in medieval Poland. These investigations 
have always placed Polish coinage in the con- 
text of the history and economics of the era 
and in relation to the coinages of Poland’s 
neighbors and of Europe as a whole. 

“Just as he has never isolated Polish 
medieval coinage from it broader context, 
Stanislaw Suchodolski has always been an 
active participant in the international numis- 
matic community, even when conditions in 
Eastern Europe made this a difficult endeayv- 
or. He is Professor at the Institute for the 
History of Material Culture in Warsaw, an 
institution which has long set an example for 
the rest of the world with its rigorous 
methodology in medieval archeology and for 
its training excavations throughout Western 
Europe; in 1984 he was named Professor of 
the Polish Academy of Science. In over three 
decades as editor of the prestigious 
Wiadomosci Numismatyczne, he had played 
a major role in bringing the work of a gener- 
ation of Polish scholars to the world. Since 
1991 he has served the worldwide numismat- 
ic community as a member of the governing 
Bureau of the International Numismatic 
Commission. 

“Tt is for his many contributions to our 
knowledge of the coinage of medieval 
Europe, and for his service to the discipline 
of numismatics as a whole, that the American 
Numismatic Society bestows upon Stanislaw 
Suchodolski the Archer M. Huntington 


Award for 1998.” 

Prof. Suchodolski read his reply in French, 
and the following translation was circulated: 

“Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen, first 
I want to apologize for not speaking English, 
but my knowledge of the language is so fee- 
ble that | would not be able to express my 
thoughts freely. Other alternatives available 
to medto speak in German, Russian, or my 
native tongue, would no doubt be even less 
acceptable to you. 

“Then I must say that I am very happy and 
indeed thrilled to be the recipient of your 
prize, which is well known and no less pres- 
tigious. Permit me to express the three prin- 
cipal reasons for my joy. 

“The first is simple, indeed banal. It is 
simply that the prize is awarded by the 
American Numismatic Society, one of the 
most famous and best-known numismatic 
institutions in the world. As you know per- 
fectly well, it comprises, in addition to a soci- 
ety of members and a museum with rich col- 
lections, a center for study. The brilliant 
results of research carried on here are pre- 
sented in the publications of the Society. 

“The second reason for my satisfaction 1s 
that I come from that part of Europe which, 
up until a short time ago, was isolated from 
the rest of the world. Numismatists, to be 
sure, were not particularly persecuted by the 
regimes, but still it is clear that research in 
the countries which called themselves social- 
ist was more difficult. This was true particu- 
larly as it involved international contacts. 
Today’s ceremony proves that the situation 
has become almost normal. You see before 
you a representative from the other side of 


the former iron curtain, and he has come here 
without any difficulty at all. 

“For me personally the situation is still 
more pleasant in that | am the first Pole to be 
so honored. | am a member of what one calls 
the “Polish school” of numismatics, founded 
by Ryszard Kiersnowski, my teacher and 
friend. | hope that he is also known abroad as 
the former vice-president of the International 
Commission, alongside Margaret Thompson; 
as a Corresponding Member of the American 
Numismatic Society; and finally as a partici- 
pant in international congresses, among oth- 
ers the New York-Washington Congress. It is 
to Ryszard Kiersnowski that | owe my train- 
ing as a numismatist. Obviously he has a part 
in today’s ceremony. 

“And finally the third reason for my satis- 
faction. As a medievalist, | am very pleased 
to be your medallist. To be sure, there are 
many among your list of winners; but they 
are much in the minority, dominated by their 
colleagues who study ancient coinage. The 
preponderance of this group is still visible in 
the course of international congresses. 

“These are the reasons for my joy. For it, 
but above all for the great honor I am receiv- 
ing, | thank you all most warmly.” 

Prof. Suchodolski then delivered the 
Margaret Thompson Memorial Lecture on 
“Coin Finds and Archaeological Contexts: A 
Tentative Classification.” Though it had been 
announced that he would speak in French, 
Prof. Suchodolski addressed the audience in 
English. 

A reception followed, and then a delightful 
dinner at Le Refuge.

The announcement was made following 
the meeting of the Society’s Personnel 
Committee on February 14, at which Dr. 
Wartenberg was selected from among the 
leading candidates. 





She will begin working in her new posi- 
tion on July 1. ANS Executive Director 
Leslie A. Elam expressed his great confi- 
dence in the Society’s newest staff member, 
noting “Ute Wartenberg exhibits a firm 
understanding of the Society’s aspirations 
promulgated in our new strategic plan—to 
open the ANS to a larger audience while 
maintaining the standards of excellence 
that identify this unique organization. I 
look forward to working with her in the 
coming years and have assured her that she 
will find life here at the ANS both stimu- 
lating and challenging.” 

Having developed an early interest in 
ancient coins, Dr. Wartenberg studied at 
Saarbriicken University in Germany. Her 
doctoral thesis dealt with unpublished 
Greek papyrus text from Egypt, which she 
completed in 1990 at Oxford University 
where she was a Rhodes Scholar. In 1991, 
she was appointed as Curator of Greek 
Coins in the Department of Coins and 
Medals in the British Museum, where she 
worked with the late Doctor Martin Price 
until his departure in 1994. She is Editor of 
Coin Hoards, acts as Secretary of the 
British Academy Sylloge Committee, and 
has written books and articles in the field 
of Greek Numismatics and Papyrology.

“Circulating Counterfeits of the 
Americas” Theme of Conference 


The 1998 Coinage of the Americas 
Conference, on circulating counterfeits, is 
rapidly taking shape. The response to the 
call for papers, published in the last issue 
of the ANSNews/etter, has been among the 
most enthusiastic we have ever encoun- 
tered. COAC 1998 will be held at the ANS 
on Saturday, November 7. 

A wide range of papers is planned, which 
will cover many of the important areas of 
counterfeiting. For the conference, the 
Steering Committee has defined the theme 
as including counterfeits made to defraud 
the public, not fakes made to fool the col- 
lector. 


Papers Scheduled to Date 


Philip L. Mossman and Charles Smith 
will give a paper on counterfeit halfpence, 
with particular attention to the Irish issues. 
Michael Ringo, a longtime specialist in the 
series, will also contribute a paper at 
COAC 1998. Keith Davignon, who wrote a 
superb book on circulating counterfeit bust 
halves, will discuss that topic in collabora- 
tion with Bradley Karoleff. Richard G. 
Doty, a familiar and welcome participant in 
the COAC series, will talk on the counter- 
feiting of private banknotes. 

Two papers have been scheduled on the 
counterfeit 2 reales, arguably of U.S. man- 
ufacture: one by John Lorenzo and another 
by ANS curator John Kleeberg. Horace 
Flatt, well known for his outstanding works 
on Peruvian coinage, will examine the 
counterfeiting of Bolivian 4 soles. Two 
papers treat counter-measures: Michael 
Sullivan will discuss counterfeit detectors,

This coinage 
was the primary focus of ANS past 
President Harry Fowler who bequeathed 
his collection of Bactrian coins to the 
Society in 1995. 
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Library Notes 


As the library proceeds with its card 
catalogue conversion efforts, it seems only 
fitting to acknowledge our late Council 
member and Chairman of the Library 
Committee, Harry W. Bass Jr, whose 
Research Foundation has made possible 
this project and whose financial and moral 
support has meant so much to the library 
over the past three decades. Most of the 
library’s advances during this period, 
whether in the areas of computerization, 
physical plant, or significant acquisitions, 
have been made possible through the gen- 
erous support of Mr. Bass. His concern for 
this library, its staff, and its collection will 
be truly missed. 

During recent months a great deal of 
time has been spent on developing guide- 
lines for the Library’s card catalogue ret- 
rospective conversion project. Based on 
his examination of several thousand cards 
in the catalogue, the Librarian prepared an 
initial list of specifications to be used by 
Gaylord Information Systems of 
Liverpool, New York, the firm chosen to 
convert the Library's catalogue cards to 
machine readable (MARC tagged) 
records. Ms. Tamara Fultz, Assistant 
Librarian, compiled a list of MARC fields 
which the Library would need for the pre- 
sent conversion project and for ongoing 
cataloguing. These specifications will be 
incorporated in the overall project guide- 
lines used by Gaylord and the library staff. 
Gaylord has begun the conversion of the 
first group of library catalogue cards and 
has returned a representative group of 
records to us by electronic file transfer. 
The Library staff is examining these com- 
puterized catalogue records using soft- 
ware developed by W. L. Hill Consulting 
of Dallas, TX. 

On February 25, in conjunction with the 
“Day of the Etruscans” conference, the 
Librarian mounted an exhibition of works 
from the library’s collection of works of 
the eighteenth to twentieth centuries deal- 
ing wholly or partially with Etruscan 
numismatics. Among the works exhibited 
were Joann Baptist Passeri’s De nummi 
etruscis paestanorum (Pesara, 1748), P. 
Raffaele Garrucci’s Le monete dell’Italia 
antica (Rome, 1885), and Ernst J. 


Haeberlin’s Aes Grave; Das Schwergeld

This year the Society’s Distinguished 
Volunteer Award will be presented to the 
Harry Bass Research Foundation, founded 
by Harry W. Bass Jr. in 1991 initially to 
further the study of U.S. numismatics 
based on his extensive collections. Mr. 
Bass, who had served as ANS President, 
1978-84, died on April 4 in Dallas. 

Since its inception, the HBRF has taken 
a lead role in advancing the use of the 
Internet for numismatic research, based 
primarily on the publications, holdings, 
and services of the ANS. In 1995, the 
HBRF announced the inception of the 
“Numismatic Indexes Project” (NIP) to 
provide searchable indexes of a number of 
American books, journals, and magazines 
in the discipline, including all ANS publi- 
cations. A scant three years later, this valu- 
able research tool is regularly used by visi- 
tors to the HBRF, as well as at the Society’s 
own website. The value of NIP is being 
greatly enhanced by the addition of search- 
able, full-text versions of the ANS journal, 
Numismatic Literature, an ongoing project 
of the HBRF. 


The ANS website, AmNumSoc2.0rg, 
owes its existence, maintenance, and 
ongoing development to the HBRF with- 
out whose support, this highly regarded 
means of disseminating Society informa- 
tion and research would not have been 
possible. Among recent acclaimed innova- 
tions at the site has been the addition of 
over 550,000 coin records from the ANS 
database, fully searchable via a high-speed 
search engine resident at the HBRF site. A 
searchable listing of ANS members is now 
also available and we are currently solicit- 
ing members’ permission to add hot-linked 
e-mail addresses to encourage direct com- 
munication among members. In the offing 
is the addition of ANS Library catalogue 
records derived from the computerization 
of the Society’s card catalogue, a project 
sponsored by the HBRF and its parent 
Harry Bass Foundation. 


Mrs. Bass to Attend 


Mrs. Harry W. Bass Jr., a trustee of the 
HBRE, has graciously consented to accept 
the Distinguished Volunteer Award in per- 
son. A frequent and welcome visitor to the 
ANS during Mr. Bass’s tenure as ANS 
President. Doris Bass was co-host with her 
late husband at the Society’s gala 125" 
anniversary celebration in 1983 at 
Windows on the World. Her presence will 
add measurably to the great pleasure 
derived by the Society in honoring the 
work of the Harry Bass Research 
Foundation.

Complications 
claimed the life of Harry Wesley Bass, Jr., 
on April 4, 1998. Mr. Bass, a past President 
of the American Numismatic Society, was 
at his death a member of the Society’s gov- 


lung 


erning Council and its Executive 
Committee. His deep commitment to the 
ANS manifested itself in many enduring 
ways, including the endowed Bass Library 
Fund, initiation and on-going support for 
the computerization of the Society’s opera- 
tions and collections beginning in 1979, 
funding of major purchases for the Library 
and Curatorial Departments, and, during 
the past several years, development of the 
Society’s presence on the Internet through 
administration of the ANS website. 

Well known in Dallas oil and business 
circles, Mr. Bass was born January 6, 1927, 
in Oklahoma City and grew up in Dallas 
where he graduated from Texas Country 
Day School (now St. Marks Academy) 
before pursuing a higher education at the 
University of Texas and Southern 
Methodist University. 

He served in the U.S. Navy during World 
War II, then became involved in family oil 
interests in Calgary, Canada, before contin- 
uing in the oil exploration business in 
Dallas where he served as President of H. 
W. Bass and Sons, Inc. 

Active in Republican politics, Bass 
served as Dallas County Chairman in 1957 
and later as Republican State 
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Committeeman representing Dallas. His 
early efforts to computerize the party’s 
constituency led to a lifetime fascination 
with computers. Instrumental in computer- 
izing the membership records of his home 
church, Highland Park United Methodist, 
he was actively involved until the time of 
his death in the computerization of records 
and holdings for the American Numismatic 
Society in New York City, having recently 
developed their website on the Internet. 

An eclectic collector, Bass fostered a 
particular interest in numismatics, assem- 
bling in the past three decades one of the 
largest and finest collections of U.S. Gold 
coins in the world. A recognized authority 
on mintage of U.S. federal gold coinage 
(ca. 1795-1933), he built a comprehensive 
reference collection of U.S. gold by die 
varieties and die states. 

Combining business interests with his 
love for skiing, Bass became actively 
involved with Vail ski resort and later 
Beaver Creek ski resort, leading his fami- 
ly’s successful takeover bid against 
Twentieth Century Fox in 1978 for control- 
ling interest in Vail Associates, Inc. He 
then served as Chairman of the Board dur- 
ing a significant phase of the corporation’s 
planning and growth. 

He administered two non-profit founda- 
tions. The Harry Bass Foundation, which 
his father created, has long supported 
Dallas museums, hospitals, religious and 
charitable institutions along with numis- 
matic organizations nationwide. The Harry 
W. Bass Jr. Research Foundation will keep 
intact in perpetuity for research and schol- 
arship his rare collections of U.S. numis- 
matics, books and other groups of material. 

A member of Dallas Country Club, 
Brook Hollow Golf Club, and Idlewild and 
Calyx social organizations, Harry Bass 
served as president of the American 
Numismatic Society in New York City 
from 1978-84, president of Sertoma Club, 
and was the first president of the Dallas Ski 
Club which he helped form in the 50s. 

Predeceased by his parents, Wilma 
(Schuessler) and Harry Wesley Bass, and 
eldest son Harry Wesley Bass III, he is sur- 
vived by his wife Doris and four grown 
children: John Harold Bass of Sandy, Utah; 
Carol Ann Bass of Fishtail, Montana; 


Robert Stephen Bass of Agoura, 
California; and Beverly Bass Haralson of 
Dallas, along with seven grandchildren, 
brother Richard D. Bass of Dallas, and 
stepsons Michael and David Calhoun. 

Following private interment at 
Sparkman-Hillcrest Cemetery, memorial 
services were held Monday, April 6, 1998, 
at 2:00 p.m., at the Highland Park United 
Methodist Church. 


A Life of Learning 
Leslie A. Elam 


The death of ANS Councillor and Past 
President Harry W. Bass Jr., on April 4, 
1998, ended an era in the history of the 
American Numismatic Society largely 
defined by his ideas and influence. He 
knew the ANS more intimately, more 
intensely, more personally than most career 
employees of the ANS; but not unlike those 
few other individuals whose marks are 
indelibly impressed upon the annals of this 
venerable organization. 

From almost the moment he joined the 
ANS in 1966, Harry Bass adopted the 
Society as an institution he respected for its 
heritage, the quality of its holdings, and its 
people. From the earliest days, he was an 
avid learner for whom answers begot fur- 
ther questions. Those who thought he 
asked the obvious only betrayed their 
inability to understand the nuances of his 
thinking. And when he decided on a course 
of action, those who would disagree found 
a well-informed, perhaps even stubborn 
defender of a position based on a rare com- 
bination of logic and humanity. 


Early Interests 


His first contact at the ANS was with 
Society Librarian Geoffrey North. Bass 
was not yet the advanced collector in his 
chosen area of interest, the specialized 
series of United States federal gold 
coinage, but he knew well the challenging 
rigors required to gain expertise in a 
sophisticated field of study. North exposed 
him to the broad spectrum of research tools 
available in this extraordinary numismatic 
library; in turn Bass prowled the aisles, 
then the nooks and crannies, in the course 
of which discovering a section of the

library devoted to lesser-used materials 
that were housed on wood shelves. His rec- 
ommendations for improving the appear- 
ance and safety of the area, coupled with 
his offer to help finance the renovation, 
were accepted with pleasure, and hence- 
forth the converted east library workroom 
was affectionately deemed the “Bass 
Room.” 


ANS Councillor 


Elected a Fellow in 1971, the following 
year his interest and support of the Society 
and its mission were certified by election 
to the governing Council, and shortly 
thereafter by appointment to the Executive 
Committee. In 1974 he was elected First 
Vice-President of the ANS and was named 
to the Finance Committee, which oversees 
the Society’s investment portfolio as well 
as current accounts. In 1978 he succeeded 
Samuel R. Milbank as the President of the 
ANS, a position he was to hold until 1984. 

In 1979 he joined the Library 
Committee, formalizing his deep interest 
in this, the world’s most developed numis- 
matic research library. The previous fall, he 
invited ANS Director Leslie A. Elam, 
Librarian Francis D. Campbell, and then 
Deputy Chief Curator William E. Metcalf 
to join him at a computer exposition in his 
home city of Dallas, thus inaugurating the 
serious, ongoing dedication by the Society 
to the use of computer technology for all 
aspects of our work. It was what Harry 
Bass characterized as “bringing the ANS 
into the twentieth century.” 

Progress was rapid under Bass’s watch- 
ful eye. He funded the acquisition and 
development of the minicomputer system 
for creating the COINS database, the even- 
tual success of which is seen in the over 
550,000 coin records now mounted on the 
Society’s Website. By 1984, he correctly 
deduced that the future lay in personal 
computers networked to share information. 
He was also an early advocate of relational 
databases and, for this reason, taught him- 
self how to program in Microrim's RBase 
software package; in turn he committed 
ANS staff members, particularly Elam, to 
this regimen. 

The advent of the Society’s first major 
endowment campaign in 1985 provided the 
impetus to develop a computerized data- 
base for the ANS, incorporating files for 


membership, fund-raising, and finances. 
Bass worked closely with Elam to define 
the database structures and relationships. 
Untutored in fund accounting, Bass never- 
theless made valuable contributions to the 
Society’s sophisticated chart of accounts 
and the related budget and financial report- 
ing systems under which the ANS has 
operated since 1990. 


ANS President 


Bass’s tenure as President was marked 
by many significant events, not the least of 
which was overseeing the planning for, and 
celebration of, the Society’s 125th anniver- 
sary in 1983, a potpourri of events that cul- 
minated in a whirlwind of activity in 
September of that year. The ANS opened a 
gala new exhibition, “The World of 
Money” for which over $200,000 was 
raised; convened a two-day conference in 
New York which attracted an international 
gathering of scholars and serious students 
in all aspects of numismatics; and hosted, 
with his wife Doris, a grand celebratory 
dinner dance at Windows on the World, 
high atop New York’s World Trade Center. 

In his Presidential address marking the 
anniversary, Bass outlined a vision of far- 
reaching proportions — an annual “Coinage 
of the Americas Conference” to bring 
together at the ANS the full range of those 
interested in the pre-announced theme, to 
hear talks, enjoy exhibitions of public and 
private collections, and engage in the dis- 
course that marks true information sharing 
in our discipline. Lastly, the sum of this 
experience should be reported in a 
Proceedings volume to guarantee that a 
lasting benefit would result. Thus began 
the annual COAC, now deeply ingrained in 
the fabric of Society life and a proven con- 
tribution to the vibrancy of Western 
Hemisphere numismatic research. 


ANS Internet Presence 


Harry Bass’s vision for the ANS sharp- 
ened considerably as he contemplated 
“bringing the ANS into the twenty-first 
century.” In late 1991, he established the 
Harry Bass Research Foundation and set 
about to make his uniquely significant col- 
lection of U.S. gold coins available on the 
Internet. He was soon sidetracked to con- 
template the needs of the ANS for a 
Website presence. The result is a highly 


symbiotic relationship between the HBRF 
and the ANS; each of us has an active, 
ongoing Website, both maintained by the 
HBRF, with transparent links between the 
two and with additions and updates occur- 
ring regularly to enhance the value of each 
site. 

With Bass’s death, the HBRF has inher- 
ited substantial collections and responsibil- 
ities. The ANS is a happy partner in pro- 
moting the enhancement of the HBRF site 
and in benefiting from the continuing 
cooperation of the HBRF. Harry Bass char- 
acterized himself as a learner. Those who 
knew him add innovator, pragmatist, chal- 
lenger, mentor, humanist. 


ANS Council Resolution 


Perhaps the singular statement of Harry 
Bass’s place in the Society’s conscience is 
that of the ANS Council, spread upon its 
Minutes of April 18, 1998, recording his 
death: 

“The Council of the American 
Numismatic Society expresses its profound 
sorrow on the death of Harry W. Bass Jr. A 
Member of the Society’s Council since 
1972, he served as President of the ANS 
during the years 1978-1984; at his death he 
remained a contributing member of the 
Council, and its Executive and Governance 
Committees. 

“He cared deeply about the Society, and 
its place in the world of numismatic schol- 
arship and education. His was the vision of 
an ANS that not only should aspire to 
greatness, but also strive to share its 
resources over the spectrum of numismatic 
studies through development of on-line 
capabilities. 

“He was intimate with the affairs of the 
Society, provided thoughtful counsel on its 
mission and direction, and gave generously 
of his talents and means in support of all 
aspects of this organization. He will be 
sorely missed. 

“To his widow. Doris, and his family, the 
Council and Membership express their 
deep condolences and offer sincere sympa- 
thy. A man of singular stature has gone 
from our midst.” 


Council Elects New Fellows 


At its meeting on April 18, the Council of 
the ANS elected nine new Fellows bringing the 
number of voting members of the Society to 
195. 

Curtis Clay of Oak Park, IL, has been an 
Associate since 1963. A student of the late C. 
H. V. Sutherland, Clay was formerly research 
assistant to A. Alfoldi. He is considered a lead- 
ing authority on Roman imperial coinage, par- 
ticularly of the Severan period and has written 
the standard articles on the date and purpose of 
medallic issues, the coinage of Macrinus, and 
contorniates. Long a resident in Vienna, he is 
now in Chicago where he is employed at 
Harlan J. Berk, Ltd. 

Jane DeRose Evans, Associate Professor of 
Art History at Temple University, Philadelphia, 
has been a member of the ANS since 1983. 
Prof. Evans is the author of The Art of 
Persuasion: Political Propaganda from Aeneas 
to Brutus (Ann Arbor: University of Michigan 
Press, 1992) and numerous articles in ANSMN, 
Quaderni Ticinesi, and elsewhere. She also 
serves as excavation numismatist for Caesara 
Maritima (Israel). She is an alumna of the 1983 
ANS Graduate Seminar and currently is 
President pro-tem of the Seminar alumni asso- 
ciation. 

Richard Giedroyc, an Associate since 1978, 
lives in Sidney, OH, where he is employed as 
International Editor of Coin World, the coin 
hobby weekly newspaper. In this capacity, he 
has covered the ANS for many years and has 
proven himself a knowledgeable and accurate 
reporter. A collector in his own right, Giedroyce 
is a frequent and thoughtful contributor to the 
ANS Library and to the Medals cabinet. 

Ruth Mazzo Karras, a resident of 
Philadelphia, PA, has been an Associate of the 
ANS since 1983. Prof. Karras received her 
Ph.D. from Yale University and is an alumna of 
the 1983 ANS Graduate Seminar. Currently 
Associate Professor of History at Temple 
University, she has published in the Society’s 
journal and participated in the Metallurgy in 
Numismatics Conference at the British 
Museum. She is an active member of the 

Medieval Committee at the ANS. 

Jonathan K. Kern, an Associate Member 
since 1975, lives in Lexington, KY. A well 
known coin dealer who frequents all the big 
shows, Jonathan Kern is a long-standing sup- 
porter of the ANS. A consistent member of the 
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Society’s Gold Circle as well as a loyal and 
generous contributor to the Annual Giving 
appeal, he sets the example for support of the 
ANS by American dealers. He was named a 
Sponsor of the Society in 1990. 

Frank L. Kovacs II] of San Mateo, CA, 
joined the ANS in 1970 as an Associate. A 
dealer in ancient coins, Kovacs has been gener- 
ous to the Society, as a donor to the Greek and 
Roman Departments, by encouraging collec- 
tors to become more familiar with the ANS and 
its goals, and by being a valuable contact with 
our West Coast members based on his numer- 
ous trips to NYC. He is co-author with ANS 
Curator Michael Bates of an article in 
Numismatic Chronicle for 1996. Kovacs is also 
considered an authority on authenticity and 
methods of conservation. 

Catherine C. Lorber, an Associate of the 
ANS since 1994, resides in Woodland Hills, 
CA. Ms. Lorber worked for many years as a 
professional numismatist, principally with 
NFA in California, and is now active mainly as 
a consultant and an independent researcher. 
Her publication credits include, in addition to 
numerous auction catalogues, Amphipolis: The 
Civic Coinage in Silver and Gold (Los 
Angeles: NFA, 1990), and Treasures of Ancient 
Coinage from the Private Collections of ANS 
Members (1996). With Arthur A. Houghton, 
she is completing a comprehensive catalogue 
of Seleucid coin varieties intended to stand as 
the principal reference on the subject for schol- 
ars and collectors. She is also working on an 
English language, updated edition of J. 
Svoronos, The Coins of the Ptolemies, a book 
long out of print and difficult for collectors to 
use in its Greek language edition. She has also 
published on Macedonian weight standards 
and on the coinage of Larissa in Thessaly. 

Joseph Veach Noble, a resident of 
Maplewood, NJ, has been an Associate of the 
ANS since 1987 and became a Life Member in 
1995. Mr. Noble was Assistant Director of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art before becoming 
Director of the Museum of the City of New 
York. He is President Emeritus of Brookgreen 
Gardens, established by Archer P. Huntington, 
and has for some years been the Director of the 
Society of Medalists. In this capacity, he pre- 
sented a history of that organization and its 
medallic issues at the 1987 COAC. He is a fre- 
quent participant and speaker at FIDEM 


Congresses and serves on the Society’s Saltus 
Medal Committee. 

Harriet Schwartz-Crew of Acton, MA, has 
been an Associate Member of the Society since 
1981. Ms. Schwartz-Crew attended the 1981] 
ANS Graduate Seminar and was the recipient 
of the Society’ Dissertation Fellowship in 
1982/3 working on “The Coinage of the Last 
Dynasty of Mauretania.” She has done excava- 
tion work on University of Michigan projects 
in Carthage and Tel Anafa (Israel) and was a 
supervisor at the University of Colo- 
rado/University of Georgia site in Carthage. 
For the last 15 years she has worked on soft- 
ware development projects at every level from 
user documentation to product design, first for 
Pegasystems Inc. and currently for Atex Media 
Solutions. Since 1994 she has been the 
International Editor for Numismatic Literature 
and has overseen the editing and production of 
volumes 132 to date. 

The ANS welcomes these nine dedicated 
members as Fellows of the Society, a class of 
membership limited in number to 200.

Rika Gyselen, a research scholar at the 
French Centre National de la Recherche 
Scientifique, has been well-known in the 
field of Sasanian coinage for many years. 
She made an extended visit to the ANS in 
the 1980s. Dr. Gyselen has worked closely 
with Raoul Curiel, Ludvig Kalus, and 
Phillipe Gignoux, three leading French 
experts in early medieval Iranian studies, 
publishing numerous joint articles with 
them. One of the finest contemporary 
scholars in the field of Sasanian numismat- 
ics, sigillography, and geography, Dr. 
Gyselen not only produces a stream of 
books and articles, she is a great leader of 
scholarly activity, as head of a CNRS 
equipe, as organizer of conferences, as 
journal editor, and as compiler and editor 
of festschrifts. Among her significant 
works may be cited, Catalogue des sceaux, 
camées et bulles sassanides de la 
Bibliotheque Nationaleet du Musée du 
Louvre, I: Collection générale (Paris: 
Bibliotheque Nationale, 1993); Une collec- 
tion de monnaies de cuivre arabos- 
asanides, Studia Iranica 2 (Paris, 1984) 
{with Raoul Curiel]; and her principal 
study on La géographie administrative de 
l'empire sassanide: Les témoignages sig- 
illographiques. Res Orientales I (Paris, 
1989). 

Giovanni Gorini, Professor at University 
of Padua, is a member of the International 
Numismatic Commission. He has written 
extensively in virtually all areas of ancient 
and medieval coinage; currently he is coor- 
dinating editor of Ritrovamenti monetali di 
Eta Romana nel Veneto, a series of publi- 
cations of coin finds in the Veneto compa- 
rable to FMRD. Prof. Gorini was the 
Visiting Scholar for the 1994 ANS 
Graduate Seminar.
